JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Aug. 5 
(UP)—Two seamen were missing 
and 31 miraculously escaped seri- 
ous injury Monday as lightning 
Struck a gasoline-loaded tanker at 
the wharf and turned it into an 
exploding inferno. 

Capt. M. Tunstall of the Tanker 
Homestead said Monday night he 
believed only 33 men were aboard 
the ship when the lightning bolt 
touched off his ship’s volatile 
cargo of 5,000,000 gallons of gaso- 
line about 3:39 p. m. (EST). 

Thirty men were treated at a 
hospital for minor burns and were 
released. One was to be held in 
the hospital overnight with more 
serious wounds.

“The export demand is increas- 
ing,” he said, “and yet our present 
crop cannot ‘take care of it. That 


'demand must get its supply from 


the present carry-over, which now 
amounts to about 7,700,000 bales. 
Of this, the United States mills 
will take 2,000,000 bales. That 
leaves 5,700,000 bales for export 
and of this only about 3,000,000 is 
in good condition, the other 2,- 
700,000 bales being of low grade. 

"These figures give you some

idea of the. critical situation of the 
world in respect to cotton. The 
cotton supply is so short that pro- 
duction this year will scarcely 
meet the needs of the United 
States. Yet the export demand is 
greater than we have known in 
years. 


“In face of these facts, we hear 
reports from all over the cotton 
belt about the shortage of labor. 
For that situation, our social 
security laws are at least partly 
responsible. For, rather than work 
in a cotton field, many persons 
prefer to draw $20 a week in un- 
employment compensation—money 
for doing nothing.” 

SEEKS FEDERAL ACTION 


In view of the shortage of cot- 
ton and, further, taking into con- 
sideration the food value of cotton- 
seed, Sen. Thomas said he favored 
Government action to relieve this 
labor shortage and thereby pre- 
vent the abandonment of a large 
cotton acreage. 

“The legal minimum wage in 
the United States is now 40 cents 
an hour and the present average 
minimum wage is now 55 cents 
an hour,” continued Sen. Thomas. 
“Now, in the cotton belt, it is an 
axiom that the value of a pound 
of cotton is the hourly wage of 
the farmer who produces the cot- 
ton. Hence, in view of the 40 cents 
an hour legal minimum wage, I be- 
lieve that 40 cents a pound is the

The States represented were 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, Oklahoma, 
Louisiana and Texas. 

The conference directed Linder 
to send a telegram to the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, in Washing- 
ton, asking himeto take into con- 


sideration many new factors in 
making his August estimate of cot- 
ton production. Such factors in- 


clude abandoned acreage, weevil 
infestation, unseasonable weather 


and extraordinary shortage of 
farm labor. 


During the afternon the commit- 
tee met and elected Linder as 
Chairman. As a first step, it agreed 
to publicize as widely as possible 
throughout the cotton belt the 
convention’s decision to fix mini- 
mum price of 40 cents a pound 
for cotton, as well as the recom- 
mendation that all cotton farmers 
take advantage of the opportunity 
for loans of cotton at 92% per- 
cent of the parity price.

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Balancing the Budget 


Governments, like housewives, have 
budgets. 

And government, when it fails to keep 
within the budget has those who complain 
loudly and fervently, in the manner of a 
husband whose spouse has overdrawn at 
the bank. 

One such is Sen. Harry F. Byrd, of 
Virginia. | 

During the depression and war years, 
the United States could not balance the 
budget. 

Now that peace has come there is a 
growing feeling we must bring our finan- 
cial affairs within balance. We were well 
on the way to do so when several expen- 
Sive measures came up for passage. None 
can say they were without merit. One was 


the GI Terminal Pay Bill. Another was an 


increase in Social Security payments to 
the aged, blind and crippled. Still another 
was the British Loan. 

Federal expenditures in the current 
fiscal year will run about 39 billions. Re- 
ceipts have been estimated at about 32 
billions. They may go higher. 

This year, as Sen. Harry F. Byrd has 
said, is a critical year. If we do not balance 
the budget this fiscal year it will be much 
more difficult to do so in the future. 

President Harry S. Truman knows this. 
That is why he has asked all department 
heads for strict economy and a reduction 
in Federal expenditures. 

General opinion is a balance is impos- 
sible. 

But the country will cheer the Presi- 
dent on as he has a try. 


Republican Campaign Hopes 


With Congress gone, the Republicans 


will concentrate on the November cam- 


paign. They hope to capture the House 
and start a trend that will not end until 


they have won the presidency in 1948. 

Elections in “off-years” usually go 
against the “ins.’ 

The Republicans need only to hold-the 
seats they have and win 26 more to gain 
control of the House. There isn’t any 
chance in the Senate. 

There usually is a drop of voters in 
“off-elections,” somewhere around three to 
four percent being the amount. Therefore 
the Republicans are going after those con- 
gressional seats which they lost by that 
amount, or less, in 1944.

All of a sudden I realized I was sitting there

It was so quiet that I could hear a baby far up toward the 
front of the ship, fretting to be burped. 

There were 56 passengers in the ship and a crew of six. The 
stewardess had just finished going about politely asking each 
passenger whether lunch was desired. 

I was grinning, thinking that in some ways at least I was an 
old-timer in the air travel business. I felt something like I imagine 
a pioneer could feel if he were to bring his celestial ghost back 
to earth and place it in a brand new automobile when all he had 
known on earth had been a covered wagon. 


Love Story The ship was a C-54 and it is one of two planes 

which I love, the other being the veteran C-47. I 
used the word deliberately, because in many lonely trips across 
oceans and the jagged, far-stretching peaks of mountains in for- 
eign lands, I have sat through the long night listening to their 
motors sing their song and heard the feel of the ship take air 
currents and fight through head-winds, And you get a feeling of 
affection back from the inanimate things of the ship, from its 
steel and aluminum; from its thousands of rivets and skillfully 
tooled engine parts; from its snarling propellers. You get so, flying 
day on day and night on night, that you feel a warmth and an 
association from the crafts. 

You can tell, too, when a plane isn’t friendly. It is aloof and 
distant and it never sings to you. Sometimes, too, you can tell 
when a ship is afraid and uncertain of itself. Then the crew is 
worried and goes about with a stubborn look. And the passengers 
who understand the language and feel of the craft are worried, 
too. But, I never felt worried in a C-47 or a C-54. I learned to like 
these craft out over the Atlantic and the lonely reaches of the 
Pacific or in the swirling drafts of the Himalayas or the Elburz 
mountains about the Caspian sea. They always sang back to me, 
those ships. I could lie down on piles of freight or mail sacks, or 
put a blanket on the floor of the cabin, and sleep, secure and free 
of eare. 


56 But I had never ridden in one except on the Air Transport 

Command Lines. They were painted their battle colors. They 
had bucket seats. There were piles of freight or mail, or both, 
lashed in the aisle. 

They are just coming on the passenger lines. And here we were 
all dressed up in plush and nickel trimmings and soft lights. 

And we were all passengers. No freight was in the aisle. There 
were crew members to ask solicitously after our comfort and no GI 
flight sergeant to yell, “Fasten your belts, all you guys. The pilot 
says it is going to be plenty rough.” 

And I got to thinking that I am not such an old guy. At least, I 
don’t feel so. And it didn’t seem so many years ago that I was flying 
around in a small ship called “The Kingbird.” And later in the old 
tri-motored Fords and still later in the big, kite-like Condor bi- 
planes, 

We used to sit around then and shout over the roar of the 
engines that some day we'd have ships that seated 40 and even 50 
passengers. It all seemed pretty far away and a little fantastic. 
But now they are seating over 50 and ships are being readied that 
will sleep 50 and seat perhaps 100. 

The new designs are being tested and still more of them are 
coming off the designing boards and going into the factories. 

Ten years from now I know I will be thinking back at the time 
I thought the purring C-54 with 56 passengers was something 
unusual and I will be grinning at 100 or so passéngers who will be 
looking at a movie up front or maybe tuning in the television sets 
at their seats to while away the boredom of the journey. The little 
old Kingbird, with six passengers bouncing around in the breezes 
will seem pretty far away then. Well, anyhow, that’s why I was 
grinning and I didn’t seem to turn it into a love story with the 
C-54 as the heroine.

Too Much Realism 
For Two-Year-Old 


The late Young E. Allison, Louisville (Ky.) 
newspaper editor, wrote a little book about novel 
7 reading, which he called “The Delicious Vice.” 

One of his contentions therein is that the truly gifted novel 
reader must be born, that he cannot be taught full indulgence of 
the “vice” in later life. He then gives what he asserts is a sure 
test of the born novel reader. 

He depicts a boy, hunched in a chair, sitting in position appar- 
ently certain to cause permanent curvature of the spine, reading, 
for the first time, Robinson Crusoe. The boy is completely unaware 
of his surroundings. Suddenly, reading, he comes to the line, “the 
print of a naked foot in the sand.” He gasps, his eyes bug out, he 
scrunches down into even more impossible position. He has, wrote 
Allison, met literary realism for the first time. He is, most surely, 
a born novel reader. 

By similar test, my blonde granddaughter, the English one.. is 
already destined to be an inveterate addict to the novel-reading vice. 

For the sake of headline brevity, the young 
To Be Accurate lady is described above as a “two-year-old.” 
Not wishing to do any lady the injustice of exaggerating her age, 
let me make plain she will be, next Friday, just one year, eleven 
and one-half months of age. So much for accuracy. 


The novel-reading incident came about this way: 


Her grandmother, returning from a shopping visit to town, 
brought a little gift, a new picture-story book. Vivid illustrations, 
one to a page, with half a dozen lines of type at the bottom of each 
page telling the story. 

The principal characters were named Porky and Spotty. They 
were, it was explained early in the story, two little pigs, one-third 
of a family of six who lived with their mother, Mrs. Pig, in a com- 
fortable farmyard with many pleasant friends, including a horse 
that smiled and a lamb that laughed. 


Now Porky and Spotty were, evidently, the problem children 
of Mrs. Pig’s family. We are told very little about the four little 
brothers and sisters, beyond the bald statement they were “good 
little pigs.” Leaving the clear inference that Porky and Spotty 
were fast becoming statistics for juvenile delinquency reports. 


The special delinquency with which the volume deals was when 
the two “naughty little pigs’ ran away from home. 


(Isn’t it a commentary on our human weaknesses, that the two 
naughty runaways should be the featured characters of the story, 
with the four good little pigs who stayed at home, practically ig- 
nored? There's no justice, is there?) 


So, the two ran away and went to the zoo. There they visited 
many animals and had such a good time they decided to stay at 
the zoo all night. 


But the animals, when they learned their visitors were run- 
aways, in no way condoned the naughtiness. The elephant squirted 
water on them from his trunk. The old monkey slapped them. 
The alligator threatened to eat them for breakfast. 


And, when they climbed a tree, the giraffe with the long neck 
came and poked his head into the tree top and scared them so much 
Porky fell out of the tree, down to the ground. 


Of course, there was a happy ending, when the wiser though 
sadder two went home and were greeted with the farmyard equiva- 
lent of the fatted calf and Mother Pig and the horse and lamb and 


the four little brother and sister pigs rejoiced. 

Little granddaughter insisted on Mommy 
Too Much to Bear reading the story to her. So Mommy 
did. Everything went smoothly in the early developments of plot. 
There was due excitement at the running-away-from-home point. 
There was laughter at the water-squirting elephant, and placid ap- 
proval of the slapping administered by the monkey. 

However, when the giraffe made Porky fall out of the tree, all 
the way to the hard ground, that was too much. 

“Poor ‘ittle Porty,” came the exclamation, followed immediately 
by a flood of tears. Then she had to take the book in her own 
hands, to “kiss better” the pictured Porky, to gently rub his round 
place of contact with the ground, with her soft hand. 

That ended the story. She could bear no more. She had suf- 
fered sufficient vicarious tragedy. 

She is to be, without doubt, a confirmed novel-reading addict. 

Though I do think the writer of that story of the runaway pig- 
lets stretched literary license too far in having said little pigs 
climb a tree.

Official Reports 
On Bikini 


The second pair of official re- 


ports on the Bikini tests confirms | 


the previous evidence that the 
atomic bomb is, by a long measure, 
the most destructive and deadly 
weapon yet used by man. They 
show, among other things, how sad- 
ly wrong were the unofficial ob- 
servers who said that the first 
bomb was a “fizzle.” 

The location of the first bomb 
burst, in the air, has now been ac- 


curately determined by  photo- 
graphs. Only one ship was within 
1,000 feet of the surface point di- 
rectly below this explosion. About 
20 ships were within half a mile. 
All of them were sunk or badly 
damaged. Owing to the arrange- 
ment of the target, the number of 
ships sunk or seriously damaged 
probably would have been far 
greater if the bomb had exploded 
directly over the bull’s eye, the 
Nevada. 

The mortal effects of the first 
bomb were not, however, limited 
to a radius of half a mile. Instru- 
ment recordings and study of the 
animals exposed to the test show 
t' at human beings within a full 
mile of the flash would have re- 
ceived fatal doses of gamma rays 
and neutrons. Some at even great- 
er distance might have received 
lethal doses. 


MANY of the men exposed to 
flash would not have been killed 
instantly. But they would have 
been doomed. Rescue and atten- 
tion to casualties would have been 
difficult and dangerous. The Joint 


would eventually become inopera- 
tive due to crew casualties.” The 
President’s Evaluation Commission 
reached a similar conclusion: 
“Within 2,000 yards of the explo- 
sion, ships would probably have 
been inoperative and a lapse of 
weeks might well ensue before 
relatively undamaged ships could 
again be used in combat.” 


The second bomb, exploded a lit- 
tle below the surface of the water, 
also sank and damaged ships with- 
ing a one-half mile radius. The 
damage done to the ships whose 
hulls withstood the impact of the 
explosion appears to have been 
less than the damage done by the 
first bomb.

While granting that ships 
can be made less vulnerable to 
flash and blast effect, the Presj- 
dent’s Evaluation Commission con- 
cludes that “protection from catas- 
trophe by deadly gamma and neu- 
tron radiations lies rather in wide 
spacing of task forces and decen- 
tralization of Navy yards, repair 
and loading facilities, of ships 
within ports, and among all avail- 
able harbors. We are conVinced 
that distance is the best defense.” 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff Evalu- 
ation Board also concludes that 
“study must be given to proce. 
dures for protecting not only ships’ 
crews but also the populations of 
cities against such radiological ef.- 


fects as were demonstrated in Bi- 
kini Lagoon.”

Specter Haunts Paris Conference 


Although the Peace Conference has occupied the front pages 
of the American Press this week, and the German question is not 
immediately there involved, American officials and publicists who 
concentrate on foreign affairs are still pondering the significance 
of Mr. Molotov’s speech on the German question at the preceding 
conference of foreign ministers, nor have they failed to note that it 
was an open bid to the German national spirit. 


One man, in England, must completely understand Molotov’s 
meaning, and that is Mr. Evelyn John (St. Joe) Strachey, whose 
words, written in “The Coming Struggle for Power,” first pub 
lished here in 1933, exactly describe the concept which Mr. Molo 
tov undoubtedly is still faithfully following. 


Mr. Strachey was then an eloquent supporter of Soviet inter. 
national concepts whatever his relation to the Community party 
may have been. After calling attention to the part played by Com- 
munism in its first great victory—the freeing of Russian soil from 
the invading expeditions of half the world—he, who was then, like 
the Soviet leaders and the Germar Community party, no partisan 
of the Treaty of Versailles, accepted the view that Hitler’s “pay- 
masters” were German economic royalists seeking personal ead- 
vantages and compensations as the price of co-operation with France 
and Britain in an anti-Soviet bloc, and said, “Sooner or later they 
(the German people) will learn that there is no possibility of Ger- 
man liberation from the foreign yoke as long as capitalism exists 
in the Reich. 

“Then they will be shown, by the undeniable evidence of events 
themselves, that it is the German Communists and the German 
Communists alone who can effect the liberation of Germany. For 
they alone dare to invoke the only force which can shatter the 
Treaty of Versailles, the force of workers, united in the struggle 
against international capitalism ... by one of the most profound 
paradoxes .. . Communism, which is in essence international, finds 
a natural and powerful ally in the spirit of national liberation. . . . 
A Soviet Germany and a Soviet Germany alone can solve the prob 
lems of nationalism. .. .” 


I do not know how Mr. Stsachey regards that 
Unchanged diagnosis today from a seat in the British Cabi- 
net, but It seems sufficiently apparent ‘that whether or not he has 
changed, Mr. Molotov has not. He knows by. logic and the experi- 
ence of the Weimar republic that no national leadership will long 
endure if associated with the submersion of the nation, and that 
in Germany as everywhere else that leadership will eventually con- 
solidate its power which is associated with renaissance. 


Russia has already, and most transparently, picked that leader. 
ship—the German Community party, strengthened in the Russian 
zone by fusion with the Social Democrats, and already raising the 
national banner more vigorously than any other—and the union 
of officers in Moscow, among them von Seydlitz, von Paulus, and 
Count Einsiedel, grandson of Bismarck. 


These, remembering how Gneisenau and Scharnhorst rebuilt the 
defeated Prussian army under the very noses of Napoleon’s occupy- 
ing powers, are in every probability charged with the formation 
of a new German “people’s’”’ army when the time shall be ripe, 


For this, powerful intellectual concepts have already been laid 
in the Reichswehr during the past 25 years. One need only recall 
Maj. Steinboehmer’s book, “Proles” (Proletariat), famous in Reichs 
wehr circles in the middle twenties, which was orfe of many others 
along the same line issuing from military circles, and which advo 
cated a combination of military leadership with the masses of worke- 
ers and peasants, scorning the “corrupt” bourgeoisie; or Ernst 
Juenger’s famous work, “Der Arbeiter Als Gestalt,” which also 
projected a military state based upon and supported by the organ- 


ized proletariat. ' 
Its God Whatever the German army has been, historically, 

it was never capitalistic or bourgeoise-minded, but, 
almost In the spirit of a monastic order, devoted exclusively and 
austerely to its god: German power. Anyone who has studied the 
spirit of that army will not doubt that as, for the sake of German 
revival and power, it did not hesitate to change the Kaiser’s in- 
signia “Gott Mit Uns” for the swastika, so it would hesitate no 
longer in changing the swastika for the Soviet star, if it believed it 
to be the rising star of German power renaissance. 


And, as Mr. Walter Lippman has recently pointed out in an 
important series of articles, Russia alone can restore to a Germany 
operating within the Soviet military and economic complex the 
national unity, for it was Russia which, pushing Poland to the Oder, 
destroyed it. Poland, a country historically despised by both Russia 
and Germany, and one most unreliable from a Communist view- 
point, could easily be partitioned again by the same eternal part- 
= as the price for a Community Germany oriented against the 

est. 

This is the card that Stalin holds against the atomic stockpiles 
of America—the power to revive, under Communism, a military 
state, pre-eminent in science and technology, which it has just 
taken the whole world to defeat. And it is this specter, unnamed 
in Paris, which nevertheless haunts the halls of the Peace Con 
ference.

HATTERAS, N. C.—They are closing the 
Coast Guard stations along the Outer Banks, 
: : now that radar and the air patrols are taking 
the place of the sharp eyes and the magnificent courage of the old- 
time surfmen, and with their closing ends an age rich in great 
tales of tragedy and heroism. 

Along these banks, in a stretch of 50 miles, there are 27 men 
who wear the Congressional Medal of Honor for their rescues of 
ship-wrecked men—the greatest concentration of the wearers of 
this medal that can be found, perhaps, anywhere in the United 
States. 

The closing of the Coast Guard stations there may end the life 
of a handful of little villages, ‘‘neighborhoods,’”’ the people call 
them, which. have survived for more than 200 years along this 
storm-wrecked strip of sand beside the waters that are ‘known as 
the graveyard of the Atlantic. 

Manteo will remain, because the gripping pageantry of the Lost 
Colony will bring the tourists there, and Manteo is a fishing town, 
and the fishermen will remain. Hatteras will survive, no doubt, be- 
cause of the fine fishing off its shores, both in the sound and in 
the sea, and the sports fishermen will continue to come. 

But the little towns between, Waves and Ro- 
They Stayed danthe, and Buxton, Frisco and Avon, aged, 
sun-drenched, lonely towns, lived on the Coast Guard. Their people 
were almost all the families of Coast Guardsmen. 

And they will die hard, for their people will not quickly leave. 
Once every 10 years or so the great hurricanes have come roaring 
in from the south and the seas washed over the strip of sand that 
in some places is only a quarter mile wide, picking up the neat, 
well-kept, white-painted houses and whirling them in the wrack 
and setting them down again. Yet the people, who had clung to 
trees, or had stayed huddled in the top floors while the houses 
moved like ships adrift, came down and started life all over again 
as if nothing had happened. They have seen the bones of their 
dead washed up from the ground. Yet they would never leave. 

The blood of many nations is in their veins, but all of it is the 
salty blood of seafaring men. There is hardly a family that can 
trace its ancestry beyond the water's edge, beyond a great-grand- 
father who washed ashore on-a wave, clinging to a spar from one 
wrecked ship breaking up on the shoals off Hatteras ‘Cape. 


° Thus you find, in the same family, children with 
Polyethnic the red-gold ruddy skin and the sharp blue eye 
of Raleigh’s Devon, and other youngsters with the flashing black 
eyes and the dark curls that are their heritage from some Portu- 
gese or Spanish sailor of long ago. 

Their names reveal their multiple blood. The Midgetts and 
the Etheridges and the Tilletts are obviously English. The first 
Oden was a Norwegian who came ashore riding triumphantly on 
a pork barrel. Down at Okracoke, where Blackbeard was killed, 
Ahab Wahab traces his line back to an Arab sailor. The flowers 
of the island even, tiny little gold and bronze daisies, came in from 
the sea—in bales of hay some wrecked ship carried as cargo. The 
famed Banks ponies are, by legend, descendants of the Barbary 
horses which swam ashore from the wrecks of Spanish men-of-war. 

Even the timbers of the oldest houses, and many of their fur- 
nishings, were the gift of the ocean. In many a home along the 
Banks you'll see fine old silver bearing the crest of some once 
famous line of sailing ships. In Rancey Oden’s living room, the 
chair he sits in was salvaged from a wreck, and the bottle from 
which he pours himself a snort when he is amind to is a crystal 
decanter, one of three he took from a breaking-up ship on Diamond 


Shoals years ago. 


One thing can save the little towns when the Coast 
“One Hope Guard leaves, and it may, for North Carolina is a 
State which sells every resource to the utmost. If a road is built 
at last, down the sandy strip from Manteo to Hatteras, it will open 
up to the tourists one of the most magnificent resort areas along 
the Atlantic Seaboard, a place of a strangely forlorn yet some- 
how compelling beauty, rich in legend and in color. 

That perhaps can save the little towns, and the people who 
have lived all these years without police or jails, without mayors 
or councilmen, without firemen or waterworks commissioners, with- 
out doctors or dentists or drugstores or movies or dance halls, can 
go on living on the Banks, amazing the gawping tourists with the 
rare beauty of their young girls and the rich flavor of their archaic 
speech in which “high tide” is “hoi toide,” and a man, if he is not 
careful, may get a bit of blowing sand in his oy. They won't like 
it much, making their living off folks they call “comers n’ goers.” 
But rather than leave the Banks, and their strange wild beauty, 
they will abeeaees stay.

Skirt length, always a major 
concern of fashionists, and the 
wearers of skirts, I might add, has 


created a mild hurricane this sea- 
son. Here’s the story: Govern- 
ment regulations were eased some- 
what this year, enabling designers 
to do more things with sleeves. 
Quite naturally, having been 
strictly held to inches and frac- 
tions thereof for the duration of 
the war, they seized upon this op- 
portunity for change and the re- 
sult is a fuller, longer, more in- 
teresting sleeve than we've had 
for a very long time.
